Longer Point the Way 


Business Men Less Interested 
in Speculative Matters 


Federal Reserve

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—Stock Ex- 
change quotations continue to be 
out of tune with business condi- 
tions. Corporate earnings, divi- 
dende and prospects are better 
than speculative appearances and 
operations indicate. The public, 


as reports often state, is not in- 
terested in a market which fails 
to register the spirit and condi- 
tion of business. The uncertain- 
ties of stock prices and their in- 
explicable fluctuations often repel 
the investor who takes account of 
speculative price movements and 
he turns to the bond list in search 
of a place to put his idle surplus 
funds. 

The temper and knowledge of 
the business man of today are not 
what it was ten yeers Mar- 
ket manipulators are no longer the 
leaders on whose wisdom and fore- 
casts dependence is placed. Every 
business man is equipped with a 
mass of statistical information and 
many of them have at their e- 
hows men trained and equipped to 
analyze and digest this informa- 
tion and put it in form for ap- 
plication to the particular case 
which confronts the executive. 

Many who are interested exclu- 
sively in speculation are inclined 
to sneer at the work eof econom- 
ists and statisticians who are 
charged with efforts to reduce bus- 
ine operations to certain formu- 
las. at, however, is not their 
aim. They are producing a basis 
for the formulation of judgments 
and supporting discretion with 
facts and a knowledge of the re- 
lationships that exist among vary- 

lines of business. 

e Federal Trade Commission 
is quick to take action when this 
information is placed in such form 
and turned to such a particular 
use that it influences the conduct 
of a whole line of industry. It 
comes then to be classed as a pos- 
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sible restraint of trade and is 
frowned on and ordered to cease 
and desist. 

Operators in the stock market 
haven't issued any such order. but 
there are warning signe up in the 
speculative fleld and business men 
are finding their own affairs more 
interesting. more certain and more 


lucratice. Sstock-market business 
is not keeping e with commer- 
cial business. e volume of the 


latter is large and bids fair to in- 
crease to an October average or 
| better. 


FARMERS AND RESERVE 

The amount of information that 
the farmers are securing about 
themselves and their crops may be 
a cause of the unrest that is sup- 
posed to be upon them. They have 
been hearing much from the poll- 
ticilans. perhaps too much, and two 
little from the economists and stat- 
isticians. However, it was the iat- 
ter that informed the wheat farm- 
ers that their product was costing 
them $1.23 a bushel. Some cf 
them were doubtless surprised to 
learn that it had cost that much. 
Some of them may question the 
accuracy of the figure, but there 
is no doubt of the unrest, because 
Magnus Johnson was elected to the 
Senate from Minnesota and he i+ 
going to do something about the 
Federal Reserve system. 

What Mr. Johnson does will be 
interesting as a cure of curiosity. 
Nobody is satisfied with the Reserve 
System except the people engaged 
in commercial business. The sys- 
tem was made for them. The stock 
brokers have never been enthusi- 
asts over the Reserve banks 
cause the law forbids them to make 
loans on stock exchange collatcral. 
The farmers have never been en- 
thusiastic because there is a limit 
on the maturities of the paper the 
Reserve banks may accept for re- 
‘discount. A good many bankers 
have been lukewarm or less about 
system because it collects 
checks without charge and pays no 
interest on the deposits of its mem- 
bers.

Government Must Keep Hands Out of Business T hey 
Are Told; Los Angeles Man Talks 


ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.) Sept. 
25.—Denouncing government man- 
agement of business as a demon- 
stration of its disqualification in 
that field.” Charles E. Mitchell, 
president of the National City Bank 


of New York, in an address to- 
day before the general convention 
of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, demanded economy in gov- 
ernment expenditures that will 
bring relief from taxation as fast as 
it can be given.” He advocated an 
immediate revision of the “present 
income surtaxes that dam the nat- 
ural flow of wealth in the chan- 
nels of wealth-producing enter- 
prise and divert it into tax-exempt 
investments that mean State and 
municipal nonproductive develop- 
ment and waste.” 

“We are enjoying in this country 
today a real state of prosperity.” 
he added, “and we should de 
cognizant of it and instill so far as 
we are able a spirit of confidence 
throughout business America that 
will extend the life of the pros- 
perous period. I am not afraid of 
the ability of this country to com- 
pete in the long run and to secure 
an ample share of world trade, 
provided we now recognize that 
competition is coming, and that it 
is going to be vigorous and that to 
meet it we must loosen every re- 
straint to American industrial de- 
velopment to the end that in this 
country there may be an efficiency 
which will overcome a higher 
standard of living and etill make 
us able to do business on the 
world's price level. 

“We want enterprise relieved of 
the fearful -penalties to which it 
now is subjected. 

“We want the oppressive hand of 
government taken off of business 
and freedom given to individual en- 
terprise. 

“We wantthe government out of 
the shipp business where, at 
enormous it has been proven, 
at least, that such oppressive meas- 
ures as the Seaman's Act prevent 
any profitable operation of an 
American merchant marine—and 
we want the government out of ev- 
ery other business. because every 
experiment in government manage- 
ment demonstrates its disqualifica- 
tion in that eld. 

“We want to see a chance given 
to our railroads, which constitute 
the very arteries through which 
commerce mut flow. We want 
recognition to the fact that 
these raliroads, although laboring 
under great difficulties, have been 
handling the largest volume of 
traffic in the history of the country 
in a meet efficient manner. You 
and I know that the railroads can- 
not go on indefinitely financing for 
the pu of equipment and the 
improvement of their service 
through borrowing 98% cents of

“We want, above all, an ever-in-

Prediction of that event 
Was assigned as one basis for the 
rise from 28.70 cents to 30.75 last 
week, and today’s grain market 
insisted that the higher wheat 
prices were due to the Franco- 
German news. 


Prices React Sharp 
(uy A. F. DAY WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—A sharp 
reaction in prices took place in 
today’s stock market, many of the 
leaders closing at losses of 1 to 3 
points on the day. 

The decline was generally re- 
garded as proof that domestic 
trade developments were the para- 
mount force in the determination 


of quoted values at the present 
time. The opening was strong in 
response to official reports that 
Germany had decided to abandon 
passive resistance in the Ruhr, but 
the rally was not sustained and the 
market turned decidedly heavy on 
publication of unfavorable news 
and gossip concerning the domes- 
tice trade situation. 

Heavy selling of Studebaker, 
which broke 3% points to 965-8, 
a new level for the year, on un- 
confirmed rumors of a prospec- 
tive cut in automobile prices, 
eventually unsettled the general 
list after a number of food, cop- 
per and miscellaneous shares had 
been run up 1 to 3 points. Bald- 
win, American Car, American Can, 
New York Air Brake, Dupont, 
Goodrich and Woolworth all 
dropped 3 to 3% points while 
Burns Brothers broke 6 points 
on A. 

Coppers showed a firm tone and 
some of them succeeded in re- 
taining part of their early gains. 
The action of these stocks was 
clearly attributable to the repara- 
tions news as copper producers 
have repéatediy stated that a set- 
tlement of the Ruhr problem would 
naturally be reflected in an in- 
cree.ed export demand for the red 
metal. 

Oil shares, which have borne 
the brunt of recent selling pres- 
sure, also held relatively well. 
Reports were circulated in Wall 
street during the day that some 
of the leading producers were 
planning to pool their surplus 
product and tissue certificates 
against it, similar to the copper 
export financing plan a few years 
ago. Standard Oi! officmls dis- 
claimed any knowledge of such 
action and a canvass of the lead- 


ing independents failed to develop 
that any such plan was under con- 
sideration. It was pointed out, how- 
ever, that some of the Pennsy!- 
vania producers had found this 
expedient in years past. 

United States Steel broke below 
86 for a new low on the move- 
ments on reports of a continued 
slackening of demand. Independent 
steels sagged in sympathy, Gulf 
States losing nearly 3 points on 


the day. 
Rails yielded with the indus- 
trials despite the publication of 


some very favorable August earn- 
ing statements. Heaviness of Bal- 
timore and Ohio was associated 
with reports that the resumption 
of the common dividend would be 
delayed until the end of the year, 
the stock closing 1% lower at 
50%. It is understood that the 
first declaration will be at the an- 
nual rate of 5 per cent. 


Foreign exchanges made a good 
response to the foreign political 
news to which they are highly sen- 
sitive. French francs advanced 10 
points to 6.79% cents and Belgian 
francs advanced 12 points to §.54c. 
but both reacted from the high 
quotations in later trading. De- 
mand sterling closed at 3-8 of a 
cent higher at $4.56. German 
marks also improved, being quot- 
ed at 82 cents a hundred million.

“The geological layout of the 
western oil fields is vastly differ- 
ent from the formation further 
East,” sald Mr. Ball, supplement- 
ing thie statement with the state- 
ment that the California oll-pro- 
ducing regions are millions of 
years younger than those of the 
Rocky Mountain sections. 


To Drill Outpost 

The Standard Oil Company has 
built a rig a mile and a halt 
east of production in the Hunting- 
ton Beach field. This well „ lo- 
cated due east from Thompson No. 
1 at Hampshire and Indianapolis 
streets. ompson No. 2 is locat- 
ed on the Thompson lease and is 
producing 400 barrels of 25-grav- 
ity ofl from a depth of 3660 feet.

Association is Formed by 
Professional Flyers to Bar 
Aviation Risks 


. With the intention of making 
commercial fying as safe as pos- 
sible, leading aviators of Southern 
California have banded themselves 
together in an organization 
known as the Professiona) F- 
lots’ Association and have launched 
an active campaign to minimize 
the number of accidents in avia- 
tion 


The bylaws of the association 
provide that only those who have 
had four years of ectual flying ex- 
perience are entitled to member- 
ship and that all members abstain 
from stunt flying with passengers. 
All applicants must also pass a 
physical examination before being 
admitted to the association. 

The organization was founded 
several weeks ago with sixteen 
charter members. Since then more 


Gilbert Budwig of 
Airport has been named nt 
of the association. Capt. C. Turner 
of the Glendale Airport and Fred- 
eric Whitney of the Rogers Air- 
port are vice- nts, and How- 
ard Patterson of Clover Field, San- 
ta Monica, is secretary-treasurer. 
The association embiem consists 
of a pair of wings with a shield 
bearing the letters P. P. A.,“ in 
the center and will be worn by 
all members. In this way it is ex- 
ed to insure the flying pub-

service. 

it is the Intention of the Ship- 
ping Board to replace the two ves- 
sols in the run from the Pacific 
Coast to the east coast of South 
America with two or more ships 
better suited for this run, Mr. Liss- 
ner declared. He reported that 
the cost of operation of the Pres- 
ident Hayes and the President Har- 
rison had amounted to approxi- 
mately $750,000 for the period of 
service. 


CARGO VESSELS NEEDED 


The run demands cargo vessels 
and not ships designed to carry 
both passengers and merchandise, 
for it is possible to go to the At- 
lantic Coast by rail, thence to 
South American cities more rapidly 
than by the service through the 
Panama Canal, Mr. Lissner said.

Demand for Stately Tropic Plant 
Increases With Embargo on 
Importation

SEED FROM AFAR

short summer season for root gar- 
dens. It also served the same pur- 
pose in stately houses and sumptu- 
ous apartments of the fashionable 
and well-to-do people.
